VASLAV. NIJINSKY and his wife, ROMOLA. | 


Russian Famed for Grace- 
ful Leaps Succumbs in 
London °Clinic—Insane 
for 31 Years. 


LONDON, April 8 (AP)—Vaslav 
Nijinsky, famous ballet dancer, 
died today in-a London clinic .at 
the age of 60. He had been insane 
for 31 years. 

He was admitted to the clinic 
Thursday suffering from neph- 
ritis, an inflammation of the kid- 
neys. A member -of the family 
said that was the cause of death. 

Nijinsky, a native of Russia, 
had been brought to England in 
the long search for his mental 
health, His mind snapped in 
1919, when he was at the height 
of his career. Many critics called 
him the greatest dancer who ever 
lived. 

His wife, Romola, had nursed 
him throughout his long years of 
mental darkness. 

Nijinsky was born in Kiev, Rus- 
sia, on Feb. 28, 1890, while his 
mother was on a dancing tour. His 


birth certificate was filed in War- p 


saw, however, to save him from 
Russian military servic. 
Athletic Skill. 

While in school, Nijinsky early 
demonstrated his athletic skill and 
a dominant aesthetic sense. He 
was nicknamed “Kitajec” (China- 
man) because of his Oriental ap- 
pearance. 

Immediately after his school 
days he joined the Imperial Rus- 
sian Ballet. Under the tutelage 
of Sergei Diaghilev he quickly 
became its brightest star. Diaghi- 
lev was a forceful, dominating 
master, a veritable Svengali. For 
years Nijinsky obeyed implicitly 
almost his every command. 

However, Romola de Pulszky, a 
beautiful Hungarian actress, fell 
in love with the young dancer and 
determined to take him away 
from Diaghilev. Shortly after- 
ward they were married and 
from «then on their lives were 
spiced with uent 
scenes 
tempted to break up the mar- 
riage. 

Nijinsky captured Paris in a bal- 
let organized by Diaghilev: In the 
win also was the famous Pav- 

va. 

At. the start of World War I 
Nijinsky was arrested in Budapest 
as a spy when detectives found in’ 
his rooms a series of drawings 
they thought was code but which 
he proved were the mechanics of 
his new dances. 

He was held in a concentration 
camp until 1916 when the late 
Otto Kahn, New York patron of 
arts, persuaded the Hungarian 
Government to parole him. Ni- 
jinsky’s debut in the Metropolitan 
Opera House was 2 huge success. 
He was noted for his tremendous 
and graceful leaps about the stage 
—leaps that appeared to defy 
gravity. 

. Brooded About Sufferings. 

He gave his last. public per- 
formance in Montevideo in 1917. 
He returned to Europe, where his 
mind began to fade. During this 
period he began to paint and 
drew fantastically weird designs 
and compositions. He , brooded 
about his sufferings as a’ war 
prisoner. ° 

In 1919 he was pronounced in- 


sane and confined to a sanitarium | ; 


in Switzerland. His mental con- 
dition was diagnosed as. schizo- 
phrenia, split personality. 

After that his lithe body thick- 
ened, his face became pale and 
blank. In 1937, after insulin 
shock treatments, he was permit- 
ted to go to Hungary with his 
wife, and some said he seemed 
better. But when war came again 
his condition worsened. 

During the war, the. Nazis is- 
sued orders that all. incurables 
in the Hungarian sanitarium 
where Nijinsky was a patient were 
to be pit to death. His wife con- 


cealed him, however, and he es- 


caped. ~ 
After the war she brought him 
to Surrey, England. There he re- 
mained until two days ago, when 
he entered the London clinic.

CHARGES IN TALK 
MADE WITHOUT 
SENATE IMMUNITY 


Challenges Lattimore, 
Jessup and Service to 
Sue Him — Inquiry 
Group Split Over What 
FBI Files Show. 


PASSAIC, N.J., April 8 (AP)— 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, shucked off his congressional 
immunity today and made new 
attacks on Owen Lattimore, Am- 
bassador at Large Philip C. Jes- 
sup and Diplomat John S. Serv- 
ice. He challenged them to sue 
him for libel. 

McCarthy’s latest accusations 
against the three were consider- 
ably milder than those he orig- 
inally made in the Senate, where 
he has constitutional protection 
from court action. Lattimore, an 
authority on Far Eastern affairs, 
has called on the Wisconsin Sen- 
ator to make the same statements 
without cloaking himself in sen- 
atorial immunity. 

Charges in New Blast. 

In a speech prepared for a 
meeting of the Marine Corps 
League, McCarthy said, “I invite 
the individuals whose names I 
shall name to start their libel 
suits, if a single word I say is 
not true.” Then he proceeded to 
charge that: 

1. Lattimore—“A man common- 
ly known as the architect of our 
Far Eastern policy”—is “selling 
ourt State Department” a - pro- 
gram “identical to the planks in 
the platform of the Communist 
arty.” McCarthy said this plat- 
form “will deliver vast areas of 
the: world to Communist Russia.” 

2. The Institute of Pacific Re- 
lations—.an organization which 
Jessup once headed—cashed $3500 
in checks “representing Commu- 
nist money,” and “must be cred- 
ited by the American people as 
having ... originated the myth 
of the ‘democratic’ Chinese Com- 
munists,” 

3. Service was “picked up by 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion in connection with the theft” 
of secret Government documents, 
but instead of being indicted was 
later placed in charge of person- 
nel in the State Department's Far 
Eastern division. 

What McCarthy Told Senate. | 

Under immunity, McCarthy has 
told the Senate he can prove Lat- 
timore is a Russian agent and a 
present. or former member of 
the Communist party; that Jessup 
has an “urfusual affinity for Com- 
munist causes” and that “the 
Communist affiliations of Service 
are well known.” McCarthy re- 
ner none of those charges to- 

ay. 

All three men have flatly and 
vigorously denied McCarthy's ac- 
cusations in full. 

The State Department has de- 
nied the charges against Jessup 
and Service. Service recently 
was called home from a consular 
assignment in India. Of Latti- 
more, the department has said 
he was associated with it only 
briefly about five years ago. 

Issue Over FBI Summary. 

In Washington, meanwhile, 
Senate investigators were split on 
the stormy issue of. whether FBI 
records completely clear Latti- 
more of McCarthy’s charges.

Papers Removed. 

Letters, Binaggio’s telephone 
listings and other valuable papers 
already had been removed to Po- 
lice Headquarters. The telephone 
number Main 5280, which is the 
number of Ahe St. Louis Civil 
Courts building, was written on 
the front of. the telephone book 
and on the backs of precinct 
workers’ reports which littered 
the desk. | 

In the St, Louis Civil Courts 
building are the offices of Sher- 
iff Thomas Callanan, successor to 
Sheriff John Dougherty; offices 
of Magistrate Anton Sestric and 
other magistrates, as well as of- 
fices of many other politicians on 
friendly terms with Binaggio. Re- 
cently Gov. Forrest Smith visited 
Sheriff. Callanan in his office in 
the Civil Courts building. 
Searching the expensively-fur- 
nished private office yesterday, 
police discovered a recording de- 
vice in a closet. It had been in- 
stalled fairly recently, probably 
by Binaggio himself, who was fa- 
miliar with electrical devices and 
skillful with his hands. 

Wire Leads to Desk. 

In the lower left drawer of 
Binaggio’s large, glass-topped 
desk, detectives discovered a mi- 
crophone. A wire ran through a 
hole in the drawer, then under a 
carpet to the closet, where the re- 
cordings were made. The machine 
was concealed behind objects on 
a shelf. A pair of gloves and a 
screwdriver were on the shelf. 

A small switch on the desk 
could be pressed by Binaggio’s 
finger or knee, setting the -record- 
ing device in motion. The machine 
made a small whirring sound but 
probably was not noticed by un- 
suspecting callers — politicians, 
gangsters, hangers-on, newspaper 
men or others. 

Tape recordings also might be 
hidden in the Binaggio residence 
on the South Side and in safe 
deposit boxes, police said. An ef- 
fort will be made to find all the 
recordings, Lt. Nesbitt, 
head of the homicide squad, said. 

Only one recording was found 
on first examination of the office, 
Apparently it was made from. a 
“test run” on the recording de- 
vice, known as a Brush Sound 
Mirror. Police listened to the re- 
cording yesterday and said it re- 
corded a brief conversation by 
several men, who were talking 
about’ horse - races...

| DETROIT, April 8 (AP)—Hopes 
for settlement of the Chrysler 
strike rose today after the union 
and company made counterotfers. 
Both offers were on the table in 
the seventy-fourth day of a walk- 
out now estimated in industry cir- 
cles to be nearing one billion dol- 
lars in cost. 
Yesterday Chrysler came up 
with a counterproposal to Wednes- 
day’s offer from the striking C1O 
United Auto Workers. 
Negotiations resumed today. . 
No details of the Chrysler pro- 
posal were disclosed. However, 
it was believed to cover many 
non-economic issues as well as 
the central point of dispute—how 
$100-a-month pensions would be 
financed. 
The union, which for weeks in- 
sisted on a fixed hourly contribu- 
tion to a pension trust fund, 
agreed to abandon that stand if 
Chrysler would set up a fund that 
would be actuarially sound. 
The corporation has said all 
along it will provide the pensions, 
which would include social secur- 
ity, but insisted on backing them 
with only its promise to pay. 
Yesterday Assistant Secretary 
of Labor John W. Gibson, former 
Michigan CIO official who is 
known as a strike trouble-shooter, 
stepped into the deadlock in what 
he called a “semi-official” ca- 
pacity.

phone and Telegraph Co. at San 
Jose June 3, 1948, and broke into 
the safe. 

Downs previously had been 
convicted in Idaho, Oregon, Utah 
and Washington State for bur- 
glary, the FBI said.

WASHINGTON, April 8 — A 
move was afoot in the Senate to- 
day for an inquiry into the pro- 
Nationalist China lobby labeled 
by Owen Lattimore, Far East ex- 
pert, as the mainspring behind 
Senator Joseph McCarthy’s at- 
tacks on him and the State. De- 
partment. 


Although nothing has been said 
about it officially, the Post- 
Dispatch learned that Administra- | 
tion leaders in the Senate are 
considering such an investigation. 
A noteworthy sidelight is the fact 
that the inquiry was suggested by 
several Republican Senators as 
well as Democrats. 

Details about the feverish ac- 
tivities of the pro-Chiang Kai- 
shek propagandists were disclosed 
in the Post-Dispatch in a series of 
néws articles last September. At 
that time the Post-Dispatch pub- 
lished interviews with Alfred 
Kohlberg, wealthy New York im- 
porter of Chinese textiles, and 
William J. Goodwin of Roslyn, 
New York, a paid agent for the 
Chiang Kai-shek Government. 

Goodwin-Kohlberg Comment. 

Both were cited by Lattimore, 
in his dramatic testimony before 
the Tydings subcommittee last 
Thursday, as McCarthy sources. 
Goodwin told the Post-Dispatch 
he may be a “source” in the sense 
that he has sent batches of propa- 
ganda to Congressmen, but denied 
working with McCarthy in the 
current hearings. 

Kohlberg, a friend of the 
Chiang Kai-sheks and bitter critic 
of State Department policy on 
China, told the Associated Press 
he has been supplying data to 
McCarthy for use in the present 
Senate investigation into the Wis- 
consin Republican’s charges that 
Communists and fellow travelers 
have infiltrated the State’ Depart- 
men. He said he had fed infor- 
mation to McCarthy about Latti- 
more, as well as about Ambassa- 

dor-at-Large Philip Jessup, an- 
other target of McCarthy’s 
charges. 

Kohlberg said Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents had called 
on him for the information he 
had on Lattimore and Jessup. 

Kohlberg is not registered as a 
lobbyist. He once was a member 

' of the Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions, with which both Lattimore 
and Jessup have been connected. 
Kohlberg left the organization 
several years ago after accusing 
it of harboring Communists. Lat- 
timore and Jessup denied that it 
did and the institute itself denied 
McCarthy’s charge that it is a 
Communist front organization. 
Admission by Goodwin. 

Goodwin has acknowledged that 
at times he sends to Congressmen 
material prepared by Kohlberg. 

Lattimore, a Johns Hopkins 
University professor, submitted to 
the Tydings subcommittee a com- 
parison of accusations made by 
Kohlberg and statements made 
by McCarthy in a lengthy speech 
in the Senate Feb. 20, which in 
some respects showed a remark- 
able resemblance. 

An even more remarkable re- 
semblance has been found be- 
tween McCarthy’s phraseology of 
accusations and charges of Com- 
munism in the State Department 
made by Joseph P. Kamp in a re- 
cent booklet called “America Be- 
trayed.” 

Kamp has been identified by 
Friends of Democracy, an anti- 
Communist, anti-Fascist non- 
profit organization, as an extreme 
right-wing propagandist under 
conviction for contempt of Con- 
gress. Kamp’s organization, the 
Constitutional Educational 
League, was cited by the Justice 
Department during the last war 
as a channel for seditious propa- 
ganda. Shortly before the war, 
Kamp’s writings were commended 
and distributed by pro-Nazi agen- 
cies, according to dodumented 
files kept by Friends of Democ- 
racy. 

Broker in China Picture. 

Also in the China picture is 
Robert M. Harriss, New York cot- 
ton broker, who was indicted for 
alleged irregularities in connec- 
tion with the Congressional Lob- 
bying Act. Harriss, who is listed 
as a trustee of the Institute of 
Chinese Culture in Washington, 
served as treasurer of a dinner 
given in New York last year for 
the Archbishop of Nanking. Kohl- 
berg was vice chairman of the 
dinner committee and signed the 
letters of invitation. Goodwin 
was a co-sponsor of the dinner. 

‘According to files of the 
Friends of Democracy, Harriss 
associated with Christian Front 
orators at Coughlinite rallies be- 
fore the war, and served as 
Father Coughlin’s financial ad- 
viser during the latter’s heyday 
as a rabble-rousing radio priest. 
Goodwin acknowledges that he 
was a member of the notorious 
Christian Front at one time, but 
maintains he got into it only for 
the purpose of driving out the 
“bad and irresponsible” elements.

TOPEKA, Kan., April 8 (AP) 
—The Kansas Supreme Court to- 
day ordered Vernon C. Axton, 
suspended mayor of Parsons, per- 
manently ousted for willful mis- 
conduct and neglect of duty in of- 
fice. : 

Ousting of the Parsons official 
was asked by Attorney General 
Harold R. Fatzer who alleged Ax- 
ton had conspired to set up gamb- 
ling operations in the southeast 
Kansas town. 


Axton contended the sstate’s 
case against him was based on. 
“fragmentary evidence.” He al- 
leged the suit resulted from bit- 
terness growing out of the Par- 
sons city election last year when 
he won re-election over the oppo- 
sition of the Parsons Sun and its 
editor, Clyde M. Reed Jr. 


The high court held that the 
evidence taken by the court’s spe- 
cial commission, J. G. Somers of 
McPherson, “warrants approval 
and confirmation” of the commis- 
sioner’s recommendation that Ax- 
ton be permanently removed from 
office. 

The court said it “sustains his 
(the commissioner’s) recommenda- 
tion that the defendant be re- 
moved from office for willful mis- 
conduct in office and willful neg- 
lect to perform duties enjoined 
upon him by the laws of the state 
of Kansas.” 

The opinion was by Justice Jay 
Parker. There was no dissenting 
opinion. 

Axton has been under suspen- 
sion pending the court’s ruling. 
His police chief, Frank Williams, 
was dismissed by the Parsons 
City Commission at the Attorney 
General’s request after the ouster 
action was brought last summer. 

The state charged Axton con- 
spired to receive prospective fi- 
nancial gain in return for failure 
to enforce anti-gambling laws. It 
alleged that a van load of slot 
machines was brought to Parsons 
and stored soon after Axton was 
elected to his second term and 
that Axton arranged for the 
rental of the building in which 
the machines were stored. 

Axton contended the machines 
were legal pinball devices and 
that the _ state’s investigation 
failed to turn up but one slot 
machine in Parsons.

Victim Says She Was

Oelrich ran into the Nelson 
home and told her mother, Mrs.

Girl Phones Parents.

Goodwin is a registered agent of Chiang -Kai- 
shek’s Government. He has a long record of 
pro-Fascism and of animus toward the State 
Department. ae 

Goodwin was a member of Father Coughlin’s 
notorious anti-Semitic “Christian Front” and its 


candidate for Congress in 1936 and the New 
York mayoralty in 1941. He once wrote a letter . 


to an Evansville (Ind.) newspaper praising 
Franco as “a great liberator.” 

Last year Goodwin said in an interview with 
Edward A. Harris, of the, Post-Dispatch’s Wash- 
ington staff, that he had campaigned for sev- 
eral Republican Senators in 1948 and that he 
had “converted” 50 members of Congress, many 
of them Senators. He has spent money lavishly 
in his evangelistic labors, listing entertainment 
expenses of as much as $640 in a single day. 

Behind this bumptious figure, if Lattimore is 
correct about it, is Alfred Kohlberg, a wealthy 
New York textile importer. Kohlberg has said 
that his import business from China amounted 
to $1,500,000 a year and that it would be wiped 
out if the Chinese Communists controlled the 
mainland. 

With this strong self-interest in the Nationalist 
Government, Kohlberg became the prime mover 
and financial angel of the American China 
Policy Association. Among the members of his 
association are Representative Judd of Minne- 
sota and Clare Boothe Luce, former Representa- 
‘tive from Connecticut and wife of Henry R. 
Luce, head of the Time-Life-Fortune publishing 
business. Kohlberg said he gave a $1000 cam- 
paign contribution to Senator Bridges of New 
Hampshire. Judd, the Luces and Bridges are 
all charter members of the “anything-Chiang- 
wants” cult, and Bridges helped McCarthy in 
his present attack on the State Department. 


Since Owen Lattimore made his charges that 
Kohlberg and Goodwin are behind Senator Mc- 
Carthy, Goodwin has entered a qualified denial, 
while Kohlberg has told the Associated Press 
that he has been feeding material to the Wis- 
consin Senator. Thus, at least half of what 
Mr. Lattimore said about the two of them is 
admitted. The American China Policy Associa- 
tion becomes a source for waging an attack on 
the American State Department through the 
American Congress. 

If that is what is being done, it should be 
exposed. We repeat:, Kohlberg and Goodwin 
should be called to thé witness stand at Wash- 
ington, and behind-the-scenes machinations 
against the State Department should be fully 
disclosed and analyzed for whatever they are. 
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Another Vote for a City Manager 

The city manager plan has won a new victory 
in University City. Walter C. Metcalfe, presi- 
dent of the city council and firm supporter of 
the manager system, was re-elected by nearly a 
3-to-1 vote. Council-manager candidates won in 
each of the three wards. 

No form of government is by itself a panacea, 
but the city manager form has proved particu- 
larly useful in smaller cities. University City 
itself has had four years’ experience with the 
system. Citizens have voted for the plan on 
every test, in spite of constant. opposition from 
those who want to return to the old days.

unknown ailments. 

And who can take issue with a “noted 
throat specialists’ test” of the throat-irritating 
qualities of Camels so long as the company 
neglects to add whether the “specialists” are 
oto-laryngologists or cosmetologists, and whether 
they examined the inside or the outside of the

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Senator Lucas Keeps Mum 


What does Senator Lucas have to gain by de- 
clining to say where he stands on the Kerr- 
Thomas natural gas grab bill?

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London Tries Appeasement 

The British Government has blundered badly 
in passing a five-year sentence of exile on Ser- 
etse Khama, chief of the Bamangwatos. While 
concealing much of its case against the young 
man in official secrecy, London protests that he 
was not punished for marrying a white woman. 
Yet this is the core of the matter. * 

The marriage was resented by the racist 
Malan Government in the Union of South 
Africa; and the decree of exile is widely de- 
nounced in the British press as appeasement of 
South African prejudice. As such, it is the seed 
of quickly ripening troubles: 

Apparently, the Cape Town regime did not 
press matters in London. The pressure came 
rather from its chief opponent, Gen. Smuts, who 
asked the colonial ministry not to make his 
position more difficult by fighting Prime Minis- 
ter Malan. But South Africa as well as Great 
Britain is the loser by the decision. 

London took refuge behind the protest of the 
young chief’s uncle against the marriage, saying 
that this opposition made it impossible for 
Seretse to govern his tribe. But the tribe re- 
pudiated the uncle, and voted in favor of the 
marriage. Now its leaders have refused to meet 
with Sir Evelyn Baring, the British high com- 
missioner. They have decided to withhold taxes 
until their chief is allowed to return. 

The, ban threatens to undermine enlightened 
colonial policy in other parts of Africa. Much 
progress toward native self-government and eco- 
nomic self-sufficiency has been made, especially 
in West Africa. While this policy costs London 
more than it gets out of the colonies, it repre- 
sents the only possible foundation for profitable, 
long-range relations of the British whites with 
the black continent. 

The South African fascists, of course, are 
fanatically devoted to the wild notion that, 
through racist policies, a white minority can 
dominate and exploit the black majority. But 
as The New Statesman and Nation points out, 
South Africa is so dependent on native labor 
that it ought to “hesitate about bringing to fever 
point the growing anger of all the native 
London certainly should reconsider 
this venture into appeasement. 
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Sinon Murray Still Reaching 

Two years ago Republicans of Illinois became 
so aroused at the character of those in control 
of their party*that thousands of them voted to 
clean these characters out once and for all. One 
of the nominees particularly rejected was Sinon 
Murray, a ward boss, who had obtained the nomi- 
nation for State Auditor. The prospect of Sinon 
Murray as Auditor made many cringe. 

According to the Chicago Daily News, Murray, 
though not a candidate himself in the primary 
next Tuesday, does have a candidate for State 
Treasurer, Louis Nelson, now Cook County 
Treasurer. The Daily News has looked over the 
Republican field of seven for this office and 
expresses the belief that James Simpson of 
Wadsworth, former Representative in Congress, 
is the nominee with the best chance to defeat 
the Murray candidate. In Southern Illinois Mr. 
Simpson is likely to divide votes with Herbert 
Blanchard of Centralia. 

Illinois voters will do well to remember that 
one of Murray’s henchmen, though put on the

White Queen of the Bamangwato 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Members of powerful African tribe support chief who married 
English woman, correspondent finds; natives boycotted British ef- 
fort to expel leader; calls this a severe blow to prestige of British 
Crown in Africa and a “staggering display of tribal solidarity.” 


A Staff Correspondent in The London Economist 


Serowe, 40 miles from the railway line 
that runs through Bechuanaland to Rhode- 
sia, is one of the largest native towns in 
Africa. It consists of clusters of beehive- 
shaped huts, protected from wild animals 
by stout stockades, and is dominated by 
two hills, on one of which stands the Resi- 
dency and, on the other, the grave of King 
Khama, whose dignified monument pro- 
claims: “Righteousness exalteth a nation.” 


Sir Evelyn Baring, the High Commis- 
sioner and the King’s representative, ar- 
rived in Serowe to address a kgotla, or 
tribal gathering, and convey to it the Brit- 
ish Government’s’ decision to expel both 
Seretse Khama, the chief-designate who 
had married an Englishwoman, and Tshe- 
kedi Khama, who has been regent of the 
Bamangwato tribe for over 20 years and is 
Seretse’s uncle. 

Sir Evelyn, who had traveled 1100 miles 
by air, train and car for the purpose, ar- 
rived in Serowe to find that the majority 
of the 35,000 native inhabitants had melted 
silently away into the surrounding bush. 
Serowe was a dead city, and remained so 
during the High Commissioner’s stay. In 
this fashion the natives demonstrated their 
loyalty to Seretse. 


At the hour appointed for the meeting, 
the large kgotla ground, which can hold 
several thousand people, was deserted 
save for the presence of a dozen British, 
American and South African newspaper 
representatives, and two newsreel camera- 
men. 


An Unpopular Ruler 


It seems clear, as the successful boycott 
of the kgotla emphasized, that the great 
majority of the tribe support Seretse. 
Tshekedi is very unpopular. A notable 
ruler, he was educated at Fort Hare, in 
South Africa. He believes in native self- 
help and the minimum dependence on the 
white man—though very friendly to Euro- 
peans, he is in fact a black nationalist— 
and he drove his people hard, raising 
money by levy for new schools. 


Tshekedi’s personal tragedy is that all 
his ambitious plans for the Bamangwato 
centered on Seretse. He insisted that his 
nephew be educated overseas, at Oxford. 
He expected him to return, thoroughly 
equipped to defend the tribe against pos- 
sible South African encroachments, and to 


be a greater ruler than either Tshekedi 
himself or the great Khama. 

Instead, Seretse returned with a white 
wife. Tshekedi, not normally given to 
monosyllabic utterances, declared: “She 
stays, I go.” 

Seretse is described by the handful of 
Europeans in Serowe as an amiable if not 
brilliant young man. There has never been 
any suggestion that he has bad qualities 
which would make him a bad chief. 

But the European community are deep- 
ly divided about his marriage. They are 
far more disrupted than the tribe. An af- 
fair which has the widest implications for 
the British Empire is discussed on the 
spot in a thick fog of village gossip. 

In accordance with tribal custom, Mrs. 
Khama has her own home apart from her 
husband’s, a simple but comfortable bun- 
galow on the outskirts of Serowe. At first 
she réfused to be interviewed, but finally 
her indignation at what she considers to 
be the British Government’s shabby treat- 
ment of herself and her husband got the 
better of her.

Between Book Ends 


Scientific Philosophy 


PHILOSOPHY OF 1 a by Moritz Schlick, (Philo- 


sophical Library, $3. 


Moritz Schlick, professor of philosophy 
at the University of Vienna, was shot down 
by a lunatic 14 years ago as he was mount- 
ing the stairway to the university to deliver 
the lecture which would conclude his 
philosophy of physics course. 

Among the writings left behind by 
Schlick was a mdnuscript which contained 
the outline of an extremely concise and 
significant philosophy. This manuscript 
has only recently’ been published and 
forms the content of this present book. 

At a very early age Schlick’s interests 
already extended beyond the domain of 
the exact sciences; 
and his first prob- 
lems were concerned 
with ethics and aes- 
thetics. His inaugu- 
ral dissertation at 
Rostock in the year 
1910 was on the sub- 
ject, “The Nature of 
Truth in the Light of 
Modern Logic.” As a 
young man he had 
already established 
a warm personal 
friendship with the 
physicists, Planck 
and Einstein, and he 
has left the stamp of 
his personality on the history of philosophy, 
not only in Austria but in the whole world. 

Schlick was one of a considerable group 
of men who began to lay the foundation 
for what has been variously called a 
philosophy based not on the structure of 
language but on the structure of the 
physical world. These men lived and 
worked in Vienna around the turn of the 
century and they have been called the 
Vienna Circle (Wiener Kreis). There were 
a number of eminent men in this group. 
There was Rudolph Carnap, now professor 
of philosophy at the University of Chicago; 
Reichenbach; Philipp Frank, now teaching 
physics and mathematics at Harvard Uni- 
versity, and many others. These men were 
all aware of the revolutionary advances 
taking place in scientific discovery which 
were accompanied by rapidly changing 
methods in the scientist’s approach to 
philosophy and the philosopher’s approach 
to science. 

These men of the Vienna Circle have in- 
fluenced the thinking of many others al- 
though the lustre of many of them has 
been dimmed by the light of such better 
known men as Freud and Einstein, Ber- 
trand Russell and Alfred North Whitehead, 
all of whom owe much to the group thisk- 
ing of the Vienna Circle. 

This present book by Moritz Schlick 
gives a hint in its very title of its scope. 
It is a Philosophy of Nature. It is based 
on the observations of the physicist, not 
on the unverified speculations of the meta- 
physicist. In this field Schlick has been 
recognized as a master. This is the strong- 
est trend in modern philosophy, a trend 
followed by such men as Jolm Dewey, 
Planck, Bridgeman, Northrop, etc. “Philos- 
ophy of Nature” is a book for science 
students who have a background in ex- 
perimental physics but it can be read with 
profit by the philosophically inclined gen- 
eral reader who wishes to follow seriously 
the revolutionary changes taking place in 
the realm of ideas.

DOUBLE RESERVES) 


Boost From-170,000 to 
367,000 in Number on 
Drill Pay, Plus 625,000 
Volunteers, Proposed. 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP)— 
The Army has announced a five- 
year plan for doubling the num- 
ber of organized reservists who 
are paid for drilling. The aim 
is to be in a position to throw 
25 fully-manned divisions into 
emergency action. 

It calls for an increase from 
170,000 to 367,000 in the number 
of men eligible for drill pay. In 
addition there would be 625,000 


in the volunteer reserves who 
would not receive drill pay but 
would be eligible for 15 days’ 
paid active duty a year. 

Schools would be provided for 
most individuals unable to get 
training in units. 

Approved by President. 


President Truman has approved 
the sharply increased reserve 
traiing schedule. Karl R. Ben- 
detsen, assistant army secretary, 
said yesterday. In 1948, Mr. Tru- 
man strongly criticized the 
Army’s reserve program as inade- 
quate. 

The program would give the 
Army a nucleus of 25 divisions in 
case of war, and 25 others which 
could be rounded out, Bendetsen 
explained. 

The fully manned 25 would be 
made up of the Army’s 10 regular 
divisions, and 15 from the Na- 
tional Guard. 

In addition, the Guard has 12 
other divisions. The five-year 
plan aims at 25 skeleton divisions 
oi organized reserves. Thus the 
Army would have a trained frame- 
work for 62 divisions, 10 Regular 
Army, 27 National Guard and 25 
organized reserves. 


Plan Depends on Funds. 


The Army has the plans, but 
completion of the program de- 
pends on Congress providing the 
money from year to year. This 
means voting $115,000,000 in the 
pending budget for the fiscal year 
starting July 1, and rising to a 
peak of $186,000,000 five years 
from now. It would take an av- 
erage of $153,000,000 to maintain 
the force thereafter. 

In addition, the Army has 

asked Congress to authorize $80,- 
000,000 for construction to back 
the program. 
' An Army statement called the 
367,000 drill-paid men it wants 
for the organized reserves the 
minimum strength to “maintain 
the integrity of our required 
units.” 

Full strength, it said, would be 
1,002,000. officers and men but 
this would be a drain on the na- 
tional economy. 

In the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, the Army proposes to pre- 
vide drill pay for 73,500 officers 
and 181,500 enlisted men in the 
organized reserves. Bendetsen said 
that a limit would be placed on 
the number in each unit who 
could receive drill pay.

“In the presence of J. Edgar 
Hoover, four out of five members 
of this committee had presented 
to them a complete summary 
your FBI file... Mr. Hoover 
had prepared it personally... 
it was quite detailed...” the 
room was very silent. : 

Exonerated by Files. 

“It was the conclusion of all 
those present that there was 
nothing in the file to show that 
you were.a Communist, had ever 
been a Communist... or con- 
nected in any way with espionage 
. so that the FBI puts you 
completely, up to this moment at 
least, in the clear.” 

Lawyer Abe Fortas put a calm 
hand on his client’s. In a small 
voice, Lattimore, so long on the 
defensive, said, “Thank you, Sen- 
ator.” 

Senator McCarthy has a long 
way to travel to overcome the 
effect of Owen Lattimore’s day 
in court. At no point did Latti- 
more’s defense falter. Now Sen- 
ator Tydings has demolished the 
escape hatch—the secret FBI files 
—which McCarthy had prepared 
for himself, knowing that Presi- 
dent Truman would not release 
them.

Queeny Party Has Two Close Calls

Deadly Snake Crawls Past Three Men at

expedition making sound pictures 
of African wild life escaped death 
or injury from animals and 
snakes have been related by Rich- 
ard E. Bishop, wildlife artist with 
the expedition, the Post-Dispatch 
was informed today. . 

On one occasion a deadly black 
mamba snake crawled from the 
sleeping tent of Queeny and 
Bishop and past Queeny and two 
other members of the expedition 
as they were seated at a table in 
camp. On another a large hippo 
charged a camera truck manned 
by Queeny and four others. 

The encounter with the mamba 
was on March 12 near Torit in the 
Sudan. 

“Edgar and the others were sit- 
ting in the dining tent having 
tea,” Bishop wrote. “Jack Clink 
(sound man on the expedition) 
was attracted to something mov- 
ing and saw a snake glide by six 
inches from one of the chairs, its 
head held about a foot from the 


d. 
Eight Feet of Snake. 

“It kept coming until eight feet 
of black mamba presented itself. 
Jack shouted, and the snake for- 
tunately went toward a truck 
which was parked near the tent. 
It climbed into the engine under 
the hood. Edgar got his camera 
and took over 100 feet of this 
black mamba, one of the most 
deadly snakes in the world, at a 
distance of 12 feet.” 

After the pictures were taken 
the snake was shot. Members of 
the expedition agreed it was un- 
usually lethargic, since the snake 
ordinarily would attack. They be- 
lieved it had possibly fallen from 
a tree and been stunned. 

It was on Feb. 24 that the 
truck manned by Queeny and 
Bishop was charged by the hippo. 

“The animal was asleep in the 
small pool,” Bishop related. “Our 
truck disturbed him and he 
climbed out as we were turning 
around. 

Rushes at Truck. 

“We followed him for quite a 
way and he finally went into 
some bushes. We drove around 
them and found him coyly hiding 
his enormous head with his body 
in plain view. He slowly swung 
his head around to look at us and 
then suddenly opened his jaws 
and rushed at the truck. 

“All that we could see was an 
enormous pink cave full of mud, 
and two large teeth above and 
below. Were we scared! He was 
only 60 feet away when he closed 
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many - of pho , 
Bishop said it was estimated that 
one day, in traveling up a river 
by boat, about 1500 hippos were 
seen. The same day about 50 
elephants and a number of buf- 
falo were encountered. 


Recordings were made of the 
sound of the hippos. Clink started 
to play the recording back, but 
had to stop because the hippos 
in the immediate area started 
coming too close.

The natives 
promptly quit work, but the mem- 
bers of the expedition completed 
the remainder of the five trips by 
using the motor.

Trautman Faces 


Suit; He Voided 


Contracts of Players Still Under 
‘Obligation’ to Mexican League 


Jack Corbett, owner of the El 
Paso Club of the Class C Arizona- 
Texas League, said he would file 
suit here Monday in federal court 
seeking an injunction to prevent 
George Trautman from nullifying 
the contract of one of his players. 
Julio Ramirez, owner of the 
Juarez (Mexico) club in the same 
league, said he would do the same. 
But he hasn't made up his mind 
whether his suit will be in Mex- 
ican federal court or the United 
States court here. 

Both Corbett and Ramirez will 
ask in their suits by what author- 
ity Trautman, commissioner of 
the National Association of Pro- 
fessional Baseball Leagues, can 
nullify the contracts. 

U.S. Clubs Chargeable. 

The planned suits stem from ac- 
tion by Trautman yesterday in 
nullifying contracts of several 
players in several leagues. He 
found the players whose contracts 
he voided were still under con- 
tractual obligation to Mexican 
League teams, and that American 
clubs “are chargeable with having 
such knowledge.” 

Under a pact between United

States and Mexican baseball, each 
will not sign players under con- 
tract to the other. This pact end- 
ed the “raids” that raged for sev- 
eral years by the Mexican League: 
The suits—if filed as Corbett 
and Ramirez say they wil be—can 
brew new discord between Mex- 
ican and United States baseball. 
The El Paso and Juarez owners 
said they violated no terms of the 
agreement; officials of the Mex- 
ican League contend otherwise.

Corbett said he would name 
Ventura Morales, one of three El

There was a chilly silence from 
Trautman’s headquarters on the 
action planned by the two club 
owners. 

“Theer is and will be no com- 
ment,” a spokesman for the minor 
league commissioner declared, 

‘Morale’s Pay Assured. 

Corbett said he would pay Mo- 
rales, an outfielder who played 
with Hermosillo of the Mexican- 
Pacific Coast League last year, a 
full season’s salary regardless of 
the suit’s outcome. 

Ramirez did not say whether he 
would name Felipe Hernandez, 
the Juarez player affected, a par- 
ty to the suit he planned. 

Corbett said in his suit he 
would ask cash bond be posted to 
protect the El Paso club from any 
damages it might suffer. 

Corbett said R. L. Edmondson 
of Pampa, Tex., has agreed to buy 
his El Paso club (for a reported 
$32,000). But he said the sale 
has not. yet been approved and 
that as long as he owns the club 
he’ll file suit and press it through. 

It was not known whether Ed- 
mondson would press such a suit 
if his purchase of the El Paso 
club is approved by the El Paso 
city council, which must pass on 
it. 

Trautman in yesterday’s action 
approved the contract between El 
Paso and one other former Mex- 
ican League player and between 
Juarez and three other players.

Hogan Gets 
68 Score on 
Second 18 


AUGUSTA, Ga., April 8 (UP)— 
Big Jim Ferrier of San Francisco, 
with a four-stroke lead over the 
field, cast a fervent glance over 
his shoulder at comeback-bent 
Ben Hogan today as golf cham- 
pions of the past and present 
swung into the third round of 
the Masters tournament. 

Although most of the pros 
glumly admitted that a four- 
stroke lead at the halfway mark 
of a 72-hole tournament was a 
whale of an advantage, Ferrier 
was convinced that he would have 
to maintain his great sub-par pace 
to beat the challenge of the game 
little Texan. 

After Hogan had come in with a 
sparkling 68 in yesterday’s second 
round to gain the lead temporar- 
ily, Australian-born Ferrier fin- 
ished with a five-under-par 67 
which gave him a two-day total 
of 137 strokes. Hogan, who shot 
73 in the first round, had a 36- 
hole score of 141. 


Fans Pull for Hogan. 


The hopes of the majority of 


the fans rode with Hogan, seeking 
the coveted prize that always has 
eluded him. A Masters title for 
Bantam Ben, who was runnerup 
in 1942 and 1946, would establish 
him. as sport's greatest all-time 
comeback king after the automo- 
bile accident that almost cost him 
his life and took him out of ac- 
tion for a year. 

Ferrier, 1947 P.G.A. champion, 
showed a remarkable penchant 
for getting out of trouble as he 
forged into the lead. In difficulty 
on many of the holes on the 
6900-yard Augusta National course, 
he pitched his way brilliantly out 
of woods and sand and flubbed 
only one putt as he carded six 
birdies. 

The big Aussie expatriate said 
he played a great round and “felt 
fine” about his prospects for the 
final two rounds today and to- 
morrow. . 

Observers pointed out that he 
can shoot only par golf on the 
final 36 holes and probably win. 
That would give him a final total 
of 281 ‘strokes, which has been 
bettered only five times in 13 
previous tournaments. 

Demaret in Third Place. 

Hogan saved four strokes on his 
way out in the second round. He 
bogeyed the thirteenth when he 
knocked a shot into a creek, but 
made up for it with a breath-tak- 
ing wood second on the fifteenth. 
He curved the ball around the 
end of a water hazard to make 
the green and go down in two 
for a 4 on the par-5 test. 

Jimmy Demaret, the dude from 
Ojai, Calif., took over third place 
a stroke back of Hogan by scor- 
ing an eagle and two birdies to 
overcome four bogeys. He came 
in at par 72 for a two-day total 
of 142. 

Lawson Little, Monterey (Calif.) 
veteran, posted a 73-143, while 
Skee Riegel, first-day leader, who 
ballooned to 75, and 26-year-old 
Herchel Spears of Huntsville, who 
shot 74, had 144s.

Recipe for Easter Bread 
By Edith M. Barber 


HE new brown ‘n’ serve 
T yeast rolls have stepped into 

instant popularity wherever 
they are available and that is in 
an increasing number of places. 
In some of these places you will 
find them offered by several 
bakeries. 

If you have tried a different 
number of brands as I have, you 
will find that the products differ 
greatly. They are all made with 
yeast dough but may be shaped 
in all sorts of fashions. They all 
demand but a short baking in a 
moderate oven. Most directions 
eall for seven minutes in a hot 
oveh. Experience has shown me 
that a moderately hot oven for 10 
to 12 minutes will often give 
better results. This is particu- 
larly desirable for the larger 
rolis. 

In some places, fancy rolls are 
not being offered but you can 
make a few additions of your 
own if you like. Down at Avery 
Island in Louisiana, recently we 
enjoyed delicate rich rolls which 
we believed myst have been 
made by an old family recipe. 
Later we found that these were 


drenched with melted butter. 
Other suggestions for varying are 
sprinkling with poppy or cara- 
way seeds or spreading the tops 
with a mixture of sugar and cin- 
namon. Of course, most of them 
are good enough to bake with- 
out any extra touches. 


Easter Bread. 

Two packages compressed or 
dry granular yeast, 2 cups milk, 
scalded and cooled, one cup 
sugar, two teaspoons salt, eight 
egg ‘yolks, well beaten, or four 
eggs, two-thirds cup melted but- 
ter or margarine, nine cups 
sifted flour (about). 

Crumble yeast cakes into bowl 
and stir in cooled scalded milk, 
and let stand for five minutes, 
and stir. Add sugar, salt, well- 
beaten egg yolks or eggs, half 
the shortening and half the flour. 
Beat until smooth.. Add remain- 
ing flour and mix well. Stir in 
remaining shortening and mix 
well. Knead on floured board 
until dough is smooth. Place 
dough in greased bowl, cover, set 
in warm place and let rise until 
double in*bulk. Divide into three 
or four portions. Knead each 
tion just until smooth. Form into 
loaves and place in greased 
eight-by-four-inch loaf pans. 
Brush with melted butter. Let 
rise until double in bulk. Brush 
with egg yolk diluted with water. 
Bake in moderate oven (375 de- 
grees F.) 35 to 40 minutes. 

Easter Ring. 

Use recipe for Easter bread. 
After dough has risen, divide 
into portions and form into 
rings. Place on baking sheets 
and let rise again. Before baking, 
spread with one egg white and 
sprinkle with mixed sugar and 
cinnamon and bake in moderate 
oven (425 degrees F.) 20 minutes.
